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A few of the

• Nova Scotia Auditor Gen¬ 
eral Jacques Lapointe has 
denounced the province's 
Nominee Program as “poor¬ 
ly designed”, saying that 
some businesses have not 
provided the six-month po¬ 
sitions afforded to immi¬ 
grants through the pro¬ 
gram, and that inappropri¬ 
ate fees have been levied by 
some agents and compa¬ 
nies. Here are a few of the 
problems documented as a 
result of the program: 

• One participating compa¬ 
ny was based in Moncton, 
N.B. It had an immigrant 
working in its virtual office 
— comprising of a mailbox 
and a messaging service — 
based in Halifax. 

• Two companies were 
owned by the same person. 
The second application was 
made in his wife's name. 

• Fifty of the 51 nominees 
the auditor general looked 
at should not have been ap¬ 
proved. A program require¬ 
ment was proficiency in 
English, but 10 of the nomi¬ 
nees couldn't speak the lan¬ 
guage. Four didn't have the 
proper experience, three 
didn't meet the minimum 
net worth, and three more 
had too much money. 

• Twenty-four of the 41 ap¬ 
proved companies didn't 
meet the program's own re¬ 
quirements. 

• Nominees paid an aver¬ 
age of $9,000 in agent fees 
for which they weren't re¬ 
sponsible. Some paid 
$30,000 more. 

• More than 800 immi¬ 
grants paid $130,000 to join 
the program. About 400 are 
still in Nova Scotia.

RCMP to investigate 
immigration program

The RCMP have been 
called in, the Auditor Gen¬ 
eral says it’s a failure, and 
hundreds of thousands of 
dollars in immigrants* 
money has either gone 
missing or been wasted. 

But Nova Scotia’s Immi¬ 
gration Minister says the 
Nominee Program is a suc¬ 
cess, and won’t apologize. 

“Right now, you proba¬ 
bly couldn’t convince me 
it’s a failure,” Len Goucher 
said, adding 400 families 
now call Nova Scotia home 
because of the initiative. 


Under the program, im¬ 
migrants paid $130,000 for 
a fast-track into Canada, 
and a six-month middle 
management mentorship 
with a Nova Scotia compa¬ 
ny. 

But Auditor General, 
Jacques Lapointe says the 
program was fraught with 
mentorships that never 
happened. 

Some agents allegedly 
charged enormous fees 
they weren’t entitled to, 
and lawyers, agents, and 
companies were allegedly 
paid thousands for work 
that never happened. 

The company originally 
in charge of the program,

Cornwallis Financial Corp., 
has refused to cooperate 
with the investigation. The 
company and the province 
are suing each other. 

“This is a program that 
was poorly designed from 
the outset,” Lapointe said. 
“There is no doubt that 
there were inappropriate 
payments and other irreg¬ 
ularities.” 

Lapointe’s findings have 


been turned over to the 
RCMP. Among other cases, 
they’ll investigate a Halifax 
lawyer who charged more 
than $116,000 for agent 
work he allegedly never did, 
and Cornwallis Financial for 
allegedly selling a mentor¬ 
ship to a company in ex¬ 
change for a franchise. 

Goucher said the govern¬ 
ment never brought the 
RCMP in because it never 
had enough information. 

Later in the day, in a 
sharp turn from his minis¬ 
ter’s remarks, Premier 
Rodney MacDonald apolo¬ 
gized for the program, call¬ 
ing it deficient.

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Immigrant plan

Government opposition 
parties were quick to 
pounce after the Auditor 
General presented his re¬ 
port into the Nominee 
Program yesterday. 

“There was a feeding fren¬ 
zy,” the NDP’s Graham 
Steele said after Jacque La¬ 
pointe presented his report 
to the Public Accounts Com¬ 
mittee. 

“A lot of people smelled 
money in the water and it 
was immigrants’ money so I 
guess they thought it didn’t 
matter. A lot of people lined 
their pockets.” 

Steele said seven different 
ministers have been in 
charge of the program but 
not one has taken responsi¬ 


bility. He said the govern¬ 
ment owes immigrants an 
apology and the public ac¬ 
counts committee should 
call them to answer. 

Liberal MLA Diana 
Whalen said the program 
was flawed from the begin¬ 
ning, with a lack of over¬ 
sight and management. 

“We should remember 
there have been a series of 
ministers, including the first 
one, who’s now our Premier, 
Rodney MacDonald, who 
were in charge of this file,” 
Whalen said. 

The committee passed 
non-binding resolution say¬ 
ing the government should 
pay back all the immigrants 
living in Nova Scotia who 
participated. The NDP and 
Liberals were in favour, 
while the Tory members vot¬ 
ed against it. 


Programs Vulnerable 9 : Former official 


All provincial nominee pro¬ 
grams are at risk to the kind of 
problems Nova Scotia has had, 
says James Bissett, a former 
head of the Canadian Immigra¬ 
tion Service. 

"The whole provincial nomi¬ 
nation system, not just in Nova 
Scotia, has to be examined 
pretty carefully," Bissett said 
yesterday from his Ottawa 
home. 

"It's vulnerable to scams." 

Bissett was head of the 
Canadian Immigration Service 
from 1985 to 1990 , when Que¬ 
bec — the first province to start 
a nominee program — was 
just drawing up the paper¬ 
work. 

He said the program is useful 


because it allows provinces, 
which know their own require¬ 
ments, to admit the kinds of 
immigrants they need. 

“The problem is that a lot of 
the provinces don't have the 
expertise to go out and select 
these workers and interview 
them. It's handed off to 
agents." 

Those agents may tend to re¬ 
cruit unskilled labourers, be¬ 
cause companies want to pay 
them less for unskilled work 
than they'd pay Canadian citi¬ 
zens, Bissett said. 

"Inevitably, they will be laid 
off at some point, and they 
won't be able to compete with 
the Canadian workforce.”

Stroke could be major 
health care issue in a decade

If Nova Scotians don’t 
change our lifestyles soon, 
the province will have a 
major stroke problem on 
its hands in just over a 
decade, says Dr. Gord Gub- 
itz, a neurologist who 
treats stroke patients. 

Gubitz 
said Nova 
Scotians 
have among 
the highest 
rates of high 
blood 
sure, 

betes, smok¬ 
ing and obe¬ 
sity — all risk factors for 
stroke and other cardio¬ 
vascular diseases. 

Add that to Nova Sco¬ 
tia’s aging population — 
42 per cent of our popula¬ 
tion is expected to be over 
55 by 2031 — and Gubitz 
will never be out of work. 

“It’s going to be a big 
problem,” Gubitz told 
Metro News yesterday. 

“We’re now seeing the 
edge of the baby boomer 
population. You can pre¬ 
dict it as the baby 
boomers get older.” 


Capital Health just got a 
$300,000 provincial gov¬ 
ernment grant this week, 
which it’s using to organ¬ 
ize stroke patients’ care — 
things like where occupa¬ 
tional therapists are most 
needed and who could be 
best treated at home. Gub¬ 
itz said that will help for

Welfare raise blasted 

Increase of $4 a month a 'slap in the face'

Poverty activists yesterday 
dismissed a new welfare 
raise of $4 a month as a 
"slap in the face” to the 
poor in Nova Scotia. 

The Halifax Coalition 
Against Poverty said the 
real value of a welfare 
cheque in the province has 
decreased by up to 20 per 
cent over the last 20 years. 

“They are bumping up 
the smaller personal al¬ 
lowance by a measly 1.96 
per cent but ignoring the 
shelter and special-needs 
allowance,” said HCAP’s 
Laurel Miller, who has re¬ 
ceived welfare assistance 
herself. 

“After factoring in infla-

tion, this effectively 
amounts to a reduction in 
social assistance al¬ 
lowances.” 

The money would not go 
far, she added. “(It’s) 
enough for an extra couple 
of loaves of bread a month. 
That’s ten sandwiches, if 
you can afford the peanut 
butter.” 


HCAP’s Jill Ratcliffe said 
a 30 per cent rise is needed 
just to bring assistance 
back to where it was in the 
1980s. 

“For a single individual, 
the rates are $6,000 a 
year,” she said. Moving it 
to $8,000 and linking rates 
to inflation would be a 
start, she said. 

But Community Services 
Minister Judy Streatch said 
the cost-of-living al¬ 
lowance has gone up 15.6 
per cent over the last five 
years. It costs the province 
$1.4 million a year. 

“Is it enough? Can it ever 
be enough?” she asked. 
“Certainly, when you look 
at the entire program, it’s 
much more beneficial than 
simply the $4.”

The list of female ski 
jumpers suing VANOC for 
barring them from compet¬ 
ing in the 2010 Games be¬ 
came a little longer yester¬ 
day when the first active 
Canadian jumper added 
her name to the suit.

Lynch, who has been 
jumping since she was 
eight, said she’s lost faith in 
VANOC and the Canadian 
government. 


“It’s hard to focus on 
school and being an elite 
athlete as well as trying to 
get my sport into the 
Olympics,” she said. 

“I don’t want to stand on 
the sidelines watching the 
boys. I put every single sec¬ 
ond of my life into this.” 

Lynch’s mother, Sarah, 
said she raised her daugh¬ 
ter to believe that her gen¬ 
der would never stand in 
the way of her dreams and 
goals. 

“Women have been 
brought up to believe they 
can do anything they like,” 
she said. “We want these 
Olympics to be the best 
Olympics ever, and to be 
the first gender-equal 
Olympics in history.”

Angst at the ballot box 

Poll shows Canadians leery of handing Conservatives a majority

A mong the blizzard 
of polls appearing 
every day of this 
campaign, the 
most intriguing 
may be this one: 52 per cent 
of Canadians worry about 
giving the Conservatives a 
majority. 

They appear to be con¬ 
cerned about handing the 
government carte blanche, 
four or five years of unfet¬ 
tered, unchecked govern¬ 
ment. 

In other words, the Con¬ 
servatives unbound. 

Stephen Harper unplugged. 
Any leader’s fantasy. 

If this kind of anxiety ex¬ 


ists in Canada, it’s because 
52 per cent of Canadians 
think the Conservatives 
would surprise or anger 
them with what they would 
do with a majority. That 
might mean cutting fund¬ 
ing to the CBC or revisiting 
the legalization of abortion 
or the ban on capital pun¬ 
ishment, which social con¬ 
servatives dislike. 

But if the second part of 
this poll is correct, this con¬ 
cern doesn’t mean much. 
Asked whether they would 
change their vote to stop a 
Conservative majority, 81 
per cent said no. 

Apparently, then, the 
prospect of a Conservative 
majority doesn’t disturb 
Canadians as much as it did 
in 2006, when the Conser¬ 
vatives were held to a mi¬ 
nority, or in 2004, when 
they lost. Both times the 
Liberals argued that the 
Conservatives had “a secret 
agenda” and couldn’t be 


trusted with a majority. 
Their “fear-mongering” 
seemed to have worked. 

Now, if it is true that half 
of Canadians “worry” about 
a majority but four-fifths 
would do nothing to pre¬ 
vent it — such as strategic 
voting — the dynamic of 
this campaign may have de¬ 
cisively shifted. 

This may explain why the 


Conservatives began the 
campaign predicting that 
they would win only a mi¬ 
nority, reluctant to raise the 
prospect of a majority. Wor¬ 
ried about driving fright¬ 
ened voters to the Liberals, 
they sought to lower expec¬ 
tations, hoping that a polar¬ 
ized electorate would deliv¬ 
er their majority on Oct. 14. 

But they’re less shy now. 


If Harper is wary of using 
the “M” word too much, he 
is unafraid to ask for a 
stronger “mandate” to free 
his government from the 
scrutiny of those left-of- 
centre parties in Parlia¬ 
ment. 

He has reason to be confi¬ 
dent. While no polls show 
him winning more than 40 
per cent of the vote, the lev¬ 
el usually necessary for a 
majority in Parliament, he 
remains at least 10 points 
ahead of the Liberals. 

Fundamentally, Canadi¬ 
ans may not like Stephen 
Harper, and they may not 
trust him with a majority, 
which is why he can’t crack 
40 per cent. But in dutifully 
distributing their votes 
among a fractured four-par¬ 
ty opposition, they may give 
him his wish anyway.

Watchdog group to file motion against election 


The current federal elec¬ 
tion is illegal because 
Stephen Harper broke his 
own fixed election date, a 
group advocating govern¬ 
ment accountability will 
argue in federal court this 
morning. 

Democracy Watch is fil¬ 
ing a motion before a fed¬ 


eral judge in Ottawa asking 
the court to hear its argu¬ 
ments that the election is 
illegal because the prime 
minister asked the Gover¬ 
nor General to dissolve Par¬ 
liament and call an elec¬ 
tion before October 2009, 
the date the election 
should have been held as 


set down in the Canada 
Elections Act. 

An amendment to the 
Canada Elections Act stat¬ 
ing each general election 
must be held on the third 
Monday of October every 
four years became law in 
May 2007. And promises of 
fixed election dates were a 


major part of the Conserv¬ 
ative’s 2006 election plat¬ 
form. 

Peter Rosenthal, a lawyer 
for Democracy Watch, will 
be submitting comments 
from key figures in the 
Conservative government 
that the intention of the 
fixed election date law is to 


prevent the prime minister 
from asking the Governor 
General to dissolve Parlia¬ 
ment unless it loses a non¬ 
confidence vote. 

“The House wasn’t even 
sitting when the prime 
minister advised her,” said 
Rosenthal.

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper's rivals ganged up 
on him last night, using 
the French debate to 
accuse him of favouring 
the same economic poli¬ 
cies as U.S. President 
George W. Bush. 

Opposition leaders — 
who regularly accuse Harp¬ 
er of harbouring an ex¬ 
tremist agenda and of tak¬ 
ing his orders from Bush — 
blamed the prime minister 
for Canada’s sluggish eco¬ 
nomic growth and said he 
should do more to help 
people who had lost their 
jobs. 

“Mr Harper is a fan of the 
laissez-faire approach to 
the economy, like Mr. Bush, 
and we can see the disaster 
unfolding now in the Unit¬ 
ed States,” said Bloc Quebe¬ 
cois Leader Gilles Duceppe. 

Harper says the Canadi¬ 
an economy is doing well 
considering the problems 
in the United States. 

“The value of Canadian 
workers’ pensions has 
dropped by $90 billion in 


two days — it’s unbeliev¬ 
able. And you say that 
everything is going well,” 
said NDP Leader Jack Lay- 
ton. 

“The policies that you 
are suggesting today are 
the same ones used by 
George Bush ... Where is 


the action plan to protect 
people?” 

Harper said the Canadian 
economy was still produc¬ 
ing a surplus and creating 
new jobs despite the U.S. 
crisis. 

“We are worried about 
what’s going on in the 


United States ... we’re in a 
period of slow growth,” he 
said. 

But he added: “In the 
United States they’re losing 
jobs, they’re losing houses, 
they’re losing banks. It’s to¬ 
tally different in Canada.” 

“The U.S. banking system 


is the least regulated in the 
world and it’s exactly the 
same ideology that Mr. 
Harper is proposing for 
Canada,” Liberal Leader 
Stephane Dion said. 

Harper, who has pro¬ 
posed no changes to the 
banking system, says the 
country’s banks are solid 
and well-capitalized. 

“In two and a half years 
you have so mismanaged 
the economy that our 
growth in the first half of 
this year was the weakest 
in the Group of Eight (lead¬ 
ing industrialized na¬ 
tions),” Dion told Harper. 

“The risk to our economy 
is you. You don’t believe 
the government has a role 
in the economy.” 

Harper fired back: “You, 
Stephane, are proposing to 
raise taxes with a new tax 
on carbon. It’s a policy 
that’s going to destroy the 
economy.” 

The leaders will meet 
tonight for the English-lan¬ 
guage debate at 10:30 p.m.

$700B bailout clears

A $700 billion US financial

Study pushes origin of AIDS 
back to turn of 20th century 


health The deadly AIDS 
virus first began spreading 
among humans at the turn 
of the 20th century in sub- 
Saharan Africa, just as 
modern cities were emerg¬ 
ing in the region, U.S. re¬ 
searchers said yesterday. 

The finding pushes back 
the origin of the human 
immunodeficiency virus 
(HIV) by several decades, as 
reported in the journal Na¬ 
ture. 

Researchers think the 
growth of cities — and 
high-risk behaviour associ¬ 
ated with urban life — may 
have helped the virus to 
flourish. There is no cure 
for AIDS, which is most 
commonly transmitted 


Proof is in the... 

• Research from chimpanzee 
droppings suggests the virus 
first spread from chimps to 
humans in southeastern 
Cameroon. 

through sexual contact. 

Prior estimates put the 
origin of HIV at 1930. But 
Michael Worobey of the 
University of Arizona in 
Tucson now believes HIV 
began infecting humans 
between 1884 and 1924. 

The research is based on 
48-year-old gene fragments 
dug from a wax-embedded 
lymph node from a woman 
in Kinshasa in the Demo¬ 


cratic Republic of Congo, 
formerly Zaire. 

The 1960 sample is the 
second-oldest genetic se¬ 
quence of HIV-1 group M, 
the main strain of the virus 
responsible for the AIDS 
pandemic. The oldest se¬ 
quence came from a 1959 
blood sample given by a 
man in Kinshasa, formerly 
known as Leopoldville. 

“Once you have two you 
can line them up and com¬ 
pare them,” Worobey said 
in a telephone interview. 

“Once you do that, you 
see these two sequences are 
very different. That means 
the virus had already been

Canada’s auto

Sales 
south of the border are 
down almost 13 per cent in 
the first three quarters of 
the year. 

Sales at Ford, Chrysler, 
Toyota, Honda and General 
Motors tumbled 15 to 34 
per cent in September.

Devon Jones’s father Mil- 
son was as good a running 
back as the CFL has seen, a 
former Grey Cup MVP who 
compiled 4,582 yards and 
60 touchdowns during his 
11-year career. 

But ask Devon where he 
gets his football genes and 
the Saint Mary’s Huskies 
running back surprises you. 

“My mom will probably 
hate me for saying this, but 
she’s built like an ox,” the 5- 
foot-11, 230-pounder said 
with grin.

Hamels (1-0) used great 
location and a dominating 
changeup to keep an 
undisciplined Brewers line¬ 
up off-balance throughout. 
He allowed just two hits 
and one walk while strik¬ 
ing out nine batters. The 
left-hander retired the first 
14 batters he faced before 
Corey Hart lined a clean 
single to right with two 


outs in the fifth inning. 

“Obviously his power 
changeup is as good as 
there is in baseball from 
any left-hander,” Brewers 
manager Dave Sveum said. 
“And he had a pretty de¬ 
cent breaking ball, even 
though he didn’t throw it a 
lot, but it’s probably the 
best breaking ball we’ve 
seen in a while from what 
we’ve seen in our scouting 
reports and stuff.” 

Phillies closer Brad Lidge 
struggled mightily in the 
ninth, however, and sur¬ 
rendered a run before al¬ 
lowing the tying runs to 
reach second and third 
with two outs. 

Dodgers 7 Cubs 2 — 


James Loney clubbed a 
two-out grand slam in the 
fifth inning and Manny 
Ramirez homered in the 
seventh as the Los Angeles 
Dodgers beat the Chicago 
Cubs, 7-2, last night in the 
opener of their National 
League Division Series. 

Russell Martin also hit a 
solo shot in the ninth for 
the Dodgers, who took ad¬ 
vantage of eight walks, in¬ 
cluding three in the deci¬ 
sive fifth inning. 

B.C. native Ryan Demp¬ 
ster (0-1) was charged with 
seven of the walks, as he 
yielded four hits and four 
runs in 4 % innings for the 
Cubs.

Just bought a new house? 
Want to try some do-it- 
yourself designs, but are a 
little intimidated? Peter 
Fallico, host of the upcom¬ 
ing HGTV series Home to 
Flip, has some advice: Go 
practice on your friend’s 
house first. 

“Find out if someone you 
know is doing some reno¬ 
vations and go hang out 
and ask questions,” he 
says. “You learn through 
other people.” 

Exposing yourself to do- 
it-yourself design in small 
increments is helpful be¬ 
cause it allows you to build 
confidence in your abili¬ 
ties. In Fallico’s case, it was 
that confidence that moti¬ 
vated him to continue with 
designing. 

“My own history is that I 
was just peddling around 
with stuff, and slowly, 
slowly, I kept learning, and 
picking stuff up,” he says. 

That is why Fallico says 
it’s important to be honest 
with yourself when you 
are first starting out. 


“Assess your own skill 
level,” he says, adding: 
“Don’t jump into anything 
that is too ambitious.” 

If you can’t find any 
friends to help break you 
into the world of design, 
Fallico suggests visiting the 
flea market for potential 
projects that can be as sim¬ 
ple as buying something 
and then taking it home 
and painting it. 


“Paint is one of the easi¬ 
est ways of adding charac¬ 
ter and personality, and it’s 
relatively inexpensive,” he 
says. 

After gaining some confi¬ 
dence with smaller proj¬ 
ects, you can delve deeper 
into the world of do-it- 
yourself design. There is an 
abundance of resources 
available. 

“It’s amazing,” he says. 


“All the retailers are getting 
better with what they car¬ 
ry. Even the big box stores.” 

Some of his tips include 
using large pieces of art¬ 
work or mirrors in rooms in 
order to make an impact, as 
opposed to smaller pieces. 
He also suggests mixing vin¬ 
tage elements into rooms as 
a way of breaking up that 
“showroom” feel. 

And while the recent ex¬ 


plosion of resources means 
design is readily available, 
it’s also important to not 
get overwhelmed, or even 
worse, carried away. 

“It’s easy to go too far 
when you are designing,” 


Fallico warns.

Looking like a misshapen 
head of celery, fennel, 
sometimes labelled anise, 
has a mild and slightly 
sweet taste reminiscent of 
licorice. The greener the 
fennel base, the stronger 
the flavour. However, the 
flavour is muted when 
cooked. Use it raw like cel¬ 
ery to toss in a salad or 
serve fennel sticks with a 
dip. It can be grilled, 
roasted, sauteed, braised 
or steamed. 

Provengal-Style Fish 
Chowder 

This healthy yet hearty 
soup can be stirred up 
quickly. Save some of the 
feathery fronds as a gar¬ 
nish for both colour and a 
bit more fennel flavour. If 
the fish is frozen, cut 
while frozen and increase 
cooking time a minute or 
two. Serve with crusty 
bread. Makes about 7 cups 


(1.75 L), 4 servings. 

INGREDIENTS: 

• 1 small fennel bulb 

• 1 tbsp (15 ml) olive oil 

• 1 clove garlic, minced 


• 19 oz (540 ml) can Italian

Cherry, Quark and 
Pumpernickel Trifle 
INGREDIENTS: 

• 1 large jar German cher¬ 
ries in juice 

• 2 slices German pumper¬ 
nickel 

• 2 250-gram tubs quark 
(German yogurt cheese 
available at specialty food 
stores) 

• 2/3 cup milk 


• 1/2 tsp (2 ml) red pepper 
flakes, optional 

• 1 lb (500 g) mild white 
fish (catfish, pollock, 
tilapia, cod, haddock), 
thawed if frozen, cut into 


• 2 ounces German dark 
chocolate 

• 3 tbsp sugar 

• 1 tsp vanilla extract 

METHOD: 

Beat together quark, milk, 
vanilla and sugar until 
smooth. Using a food 
processor, reduce the 
pumpernickel to fine 
crumbs. Finely grate the 
chocolate and mix with 
the pumpernickel crumbs. 

Drain cherries. Make lay¬ 
ers in 6 wine glasses: Place 
cherries at the bottom, top 
with a spoonful of quark, 
then scatter a spoonful of 
pumpernickel. Repeat lay¬ 
ers, finishing with a quark 
layer. Top with cherries 
and pumpernickel crumbs. 
Chill overnight. 


1- inch (2.5 cm) pieces 
• Salt and pepper 

METHOD: 

Trim fennel by cutting off 
the skinny stalks and 
fronds. Remove any dry or 


fibrous outer stalks of fen¬ 
nel base. Cut base into 
quarters, remove and dis¬ 
card core, then chop re¬ 
maining fennel. 

Heat oil in a large 
saucepan over medium 
heat. Add fennel and garlic 
and cook until fennel is 
softened, about five min¬ 
utes. Stir in tomatoes 
(breaking up any large 
pieces), broth, seasonings 
and red pepper flakes. 
Bring to a boil over high 
heat. Stir in fish and cook 
until fish is done, about 
five minutes. To serve, gar¬ 
nish with chopped fennel 
tops and season to taste 
with salt and pepper. 

Tips: 

• Storing: Fennel will keep 
in the fridge in a perforat¬ 
ed plastic bag for a few 
days. 

• Cooking: Trim a little off 
the base, remove any dry 
or fibrous outer layers, 
skinny stalks and fronds. 
Wash remaining, cut and 
serve raw or cooked. Fen¬ 
nel browns after cutting so 
sprinkle with lemon juice 
if not using immediately.

Heat oven to 
475 degrees. In a 
saucepan, add 2 ta¬ 
blespoons baking 
soda to each cup of 
water. Use enough to fill 
the saucepan; bring to a 
boil. Tear off some dough 
and roll a pencil shape 
with your hands. Pick up 
both ends, cross to form 
rabbit ears and then twist 
the ends and pull them 
back to the rest of the 
loop. 

Place twisted pretzels in 
water/balcing soda mixture 
for 15 seconds until pret¬ 
zel dough is golden or yel¬ 
low in color. Remove pret¬ 
zels from boiling water

Regis Philbin sings in his 
nightclub act.

But cooking? There will 
be none of that. 

“It’s hard to explain, but 
some people think I’m go¬ 
ing to go up there and do¬ 
ing a segment of cooking” 
Philbin said, in his famil¬ 
iar loud, sarcastic tone. 
“That’s not going to be it. 
No cooking.” 

Best known as the co¬ 
host of the hit morning TV 
show Live With Regis And 
Kelly, Philbin has spent 
the last 25 years perform¬ 
ing a nightclub act in 
cities such as Atlantic City 
and Las Vegas. 

This weekend, he’s tak¬ 
ing his nightclub show to 
Halifax for the first time 
with dates tomorrow and 
Saturday at the Casino No¬ 
va Scotia’s Schooner 
Room. Start time each 
night is 8 p.m. 

“It gives me a chance to 
get out of my little studio 
and see the people who 
are watching us every 
day,” Philbin said. “I’m 
kind of curious and anx¬ 
ious to get up there and do 
it.” 

No doubt his fans are, 
too. The act combines mu¬ 
sic with Philbin’s wit and 
knack for storytelling. 
He’ll be accompanied by 
an orchestra, and play 
some of the greatest hits 
in pop music, including 
Pennies From Heaven and 
It Had To Be You. 

“One night, I actually 
sang a song to Bing Crosby 
on the old Joey Bishop 
show some years ago, and 
I got a recording contact. 
And that was the begin-

While the title characters 
played by Michael Cera 
and Kat Dennings are the 
stars of Nick and Nora’s In¬ 
finite Playlist, audiences 
leaving the Toronto Inter¬ 
national Film Festival 
screenings of the film 
were unanimous that Ari 
Graynor almost stole the 
film from them in every 
scene she played as Caro¬ 
line, Norah’s best friend, 
who spent the majority of 
her screen time ruinously 
drunk over the course of a 
long New York night. 

It helped that she was 
handed several indelible 
scenes, one of which — 
Graynor’s Caroline 

hunched over a filthy toilet 
in the Port Authority Bus 
Terminal, retrieving a 
piece of chewed gum that’s 
a cross between her talis¬ 
man and security blanket 
— will become her clip 
reel highlight if she rides 
this sudden flare of notori¬ 
ety into a bigger career. 

Nick and Norah director 
Peter Sollett gives her cred¬ 


it for fleshing out the char¬ 
acter of Caroline on the 
spot during the film’s loca¬ 
tion shoot, and describes 
one loopy but wildly en¬ 
dearing scene Graynor 
plays with character actor 
Kevin Corrigan. 

“She’s tremendous, and I 
think people are going to 
fall in love with her, and 
she’s an incredible improv- 


isational actress. There are 
scenes in the film that she 
invented, like the turkey 
sandwich scene was not in 
the script. Kevin Corrigan 
was into music and New 
York kind of movies, and 
we didn’t have a scene for 
him, but he showed up 
and we had the Port Au¬ 
thority for the night. He 
said he didn’t want to 


speak — it was very chal¬ 
lenging. So it was up to Ari 
to carry the scene and in¬ 
vent something that could 
be a standalone.” 

“I have a lot of love for 
Caroline,” Graynor insists, 
“and I don’t have a lot of 
judgment for her because 
it’s a night and a situation 
that everyone has found 
themselves in at some 


point. It’s not like I think 
someone should get wast¬ 
ed and throw up and have 
a disgusting night, but I al¬ 
so think that it’s a rite of 
passage of growing up and 
I think that she’s smart 
and she loves her friends 
and she’s insecure and 
needy and I think she's 
like everybody else. And 
technically these situa¬ 
tions are a little dangerous, 
but I think she’s smarter 
than she appears to be. 

“Aside from my own few 
college experiences to 
draw on,” Graynor recalls, 
describing how she pre¬ 
pared for the role, “I actu¬ 
ally got a little method-y 
and I had my boyfriend 
and friend videotape me 
getting drunk before we 
started shooting ... I want¬ 
ed to have as many levels 
as you can. I know it 
sounds ridiculous but... it’s 
the big comedic moment 
so you’ve got to go for it ... 
But to try and keep it 
grounded, I wanted to see 
how ridiculous I was when 
drunk, and frankly ... I’m 
pretty ridiculous.”

Spinach and Potato 
Frittata 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 lb (500 g) russet potatoes, cut 
into 1/2-in. (l-cm) cubes 
3 cups (750 mL) baby spinach 
leaves, trimmed of stalks 
1 tbsp (15 mL) olive oil 

1 red pepper, quartered, seed¬ 
ed and thinly sliced 

5-6 scallions, thinly sliced 
3 egg whites 

2 whole eggs 

2 tbsp (25 mL) Parmesan 
cheese 

Salt and pepper 

METHOD: 

1 . Cook potatoes in boiling wa¬ 
ter until almost tender, 5 to 6 
minutes. Place spinach in a 
steamer or colander over pota¬ 
toes and cook until potatoes 
are tender and spinach has 
wilted, another 5 minutes. 
Drain potatoes. Press spinach 
with the back of a spoon to ex¬ 
tract excess moisture, then 
chop. 

2 . Heat oil in a non-stick skil¬ 
let. Add pepper slices and 
saute over medium heat for 2 


minutes. Stir in potatoes and 
scallions and continue 
cooking for 2 minutes. 

3 . Beat egg whites and whole 
eggs in a large bowl, season 
lightly with salt and pepper, 
and mix in spinach. With a 
slotted spoon, remove vegeta¬ 
bles from skillet and add to 
egg mixture, leaving remain¬ 
ing oil in the pan. Stir egg and 
vegetables briefly to mix, then 
pour into skillet. Cover and 
cook, without stirring, until 
omelette is almost set but still 
a little soft on top, about 6 
minutes. Preheat broiler. 

4 . Dust frittata with Parmesan 
and place under broiler. Cook 
until browned and puffed 
around edges, 3 to 4 minutes. 
Cut into quarters or wedges 
and serve.
